By all ths that hath beene ſpoken,we ſee what n fearefull 
ſinne it is to be guilty of ſhedding innocent blood, And yet 
we lee it by too much experience, that where wicked men 
are in authority, they that ate moſt godly, and melt religi- 
aus, are {ure to be moſt moleſted. Is it not anwsdifary thing 
with the Papifs, where they haue the law in their hands, to 

Puniſh a man more ſeuerely, for reading the holy yord hr 
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God, ſor ch: comfort and education of his ſoule, at for ea- 
ting fleſh on a friday, or for Breaking any;ot their ſupetſti- 
tious ceremonies, the eicher for-b'aſphemy, or drunken- 
nefle, or whordome, or for murder it ſelle? For though a 
man bee guilty of theſe ſinnts, hee may haue a diſpenſa- 
tion and a pardon : but if he bee taken tardie in ante of 
the other, hee is ſure to bee burnt at a ſtake, and to try 
a fagot. And others allo that are no Papſts, at leaft would 
be counted none, as ſarte as their power will ſtretch, doe moſt 
of all manifeſt their malice againſt the children of God. I 
know they are aſhamed open'y to profeſſe this. But they 
haue other ſhifts and other ptetenſes for their procee- 
dings. If Haman deſire to haue the whole nation ot the 
leres deſttoyed, there ſhall not bee the leaſt infinuation, 
that it is becauſe they are the people of God: that were 
too groſſe. But They doe not ob ſer ne the Kitgs lamet, and 
ther etore, It i notubꝰ Kings profit to ſuſfer them; If the [ewes 
conſpire the Pre phet Ieremiabs death, the quarell muſt not 
be, becauſe he is a faithfull Props et of the Lord and will bold- 
ly ſpeałe all that te Lord commandeth him to ſpeake: that 
were too ſhamefull. But ſorſooth, Hz propheſieth againſt the 
citie, and therefore he is worthy to die. It flatteting Amaſich 
the Prie/? of Bethel” wauld bring poore Amos" into diſgtace 
wich /eroboam, the pretence and colourof his ac-ufarion 
muſt be this.

I know men thinbe ſcorre of this 

and they wil by no meanes endure to hezre of it, And indeed 

it is an odious name & all that are ſuch are in a fearful eſtate. 

But fi l in the iudgemeut ofthe hoh Ghoſt, they ate all ac- 

counted wicked and vngodlyperſons, that dot worke iniquitie. 

C ur Sauioun Chriſt affumeth it wich as great carne ſint ſſe as 

[59 8.24. may be. Jerily, verily, I ſay unt. you, that mhoſecuer commit- 
teth ſiune is the ſeruant of fine. And his Apoſtle maketh the 

1. Ieh 3.8. matter yet wore, He ibat cemmittoth ſiune is of the diuell. But 
here pet aduenture it will be obiected, that all are ſinr ers, as 

Preu. 2 B. 9. Solomon ſaith who can ſay, i haut made my heart clean, I am 
cleave from my ſianc. nd in another place, there is no man that 
1.Kin 8. 4% funecib not. And the Apoftleconfeſicth; that if we ſay we haue 
1. eb. 1. 8 ug ſinne, we deceive aur ſcluet, ani uri ds no truth in vt. And 
ſo by this reckoning all ſhoukibe withed men. Ianſwer, that 

it is traeindcede, all menarofinnerss but yet there js great 

difference of ſinners. Some ate penſtem, and ſome are im- 

penitent ſinners. Zut to the end, chat wee may conceive 
this point aright, we will diſtinguiſi of ſinuers ſoure ſeue- 
rall waics. Firſt, in reſpect of the meaſure; Secondly, in reſ- 
pect of che manner of their ſinning. Thirdlyin reſpect of their 
continuance in ſinne. Fourthly, in teſpest of the vie that 
they make of their ſinnes. For the firſt. There is great diffe- 
reuce betweene the Godly and the wicked in the mea- 
Ind.ve. 24, ſurc of their ſinnes. The godly , though they haue in 
them the ſeedes of all ſinne, yet they doe not commit all 
ſinne: but by the mercy of God they are kept from fal- 
ling into many finnes. The ſeede of grace and regenera- 
tion is in them, and that preſcrueth them, that they can · 
not ſinne as the wicked doc. And therefore, the childe 
of God may ſpeake that fincerely, which the arrogant 
LA. 18.11. Phariſe ſpake proudly and vainely : © God I thanke thee, 
that I am not as other wen, I am not giuen to extortion, 

fo 
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to iniuſtice, to adultery and ſuch like ſinnes, as other men 
are, But the wicked commit all kiade of finne whatſoe- 
uer, if either ſhame of the world, or feare of puniſh- 
ment doe not reftraine them, Their life, is a liſe ot ſinne. 
As the Prophet Jeremiah inſinuateth, hen he biddeth the 


people, Amend their waies and their werber. All their Jer. 3. 


waies are ſinſull waies, and all their workes are wicked 
workes, and the Apoſtle {peaking of the wickednefle of 
the Gentiles, ke ſaith, They were full of allwnrighteonjneſſe, 


and then reckonerh vp à long bradrow of vices wherein x,. 1. 29; 


chey lived. And ia anocher place, They gane themſelues unto 


waritonreſſe,toworke all vucleanenefſe, I hey make no bones 
of any ſinne whatſocverit be: there is nothing too hot or 
too heauy ſor them. 

Secondly, there is difference betweene them in the 
manner of their ſinning. For firſt, the godly ſiune, but 
it is ſore againſt their wils. As the Apoft/e faith of him- 
ſeife : that The law of bis members (that is, his corrupti- 
on) rebelled againſt the law of his minde , and leade him 
captive unte the law of finxe, The Apoſtle ſinned then, 
but it was neither with heart nor good will, as wee ſay : 
but hee was hailed and drawne tovit forcibly, by the 
ſtrength of his corruption, and the violence of his ten- 
tation, enen as a priloner is hailed to the gaile. But the 
wicked, they ſinne willingly, voluntarihy, and ot cheirowne 
accord, They fulſilluthe will of the fleſh and of the minde, as 
Saint Paul faith. Againe, the godly doe but ſeldome fall 
into ſinne in compariſon of the wicked. They are ſome · 
times ouenaken with it, but ſtill the whole courſe of 
their life is bent to doe that which God commandeth, 
As a ſcruant may ſometimes doe a chare for another 
man, and yet chictely and principally minde his maiſters 
buſineſſe. And therefore, it is {aid of Dauid, that hee Did 
that which was right in the ſight of the Lord, and turned 
from nothing that hee commanded him, all the daies 
bu life, ſane oxely in the matter of Vryab the Hittite. 
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Hut the wicked ſinne continually, they doe nothing but ſinne 
it is their daily practiſe they make it their ordinary trade and 
K. occupation. As it is ſaid of Ahab, that he did ſell himſelfe to 
I, R 21. worke wickeanef* im the fizbr of the Lord, Moreouer, the god- 
*3* Iy nne, but i is with ꝑriefe and ſorrow of heart, they take 
no more pleaſure nor delight in their ſinne, then the horſe 
doth in his heauy loader, or thepriſoners in his irons and fei- 
ters. And therefore the Apoſtle crieth out as if he were ouer 
Row. 7. 24. red with the maſſe of ſinne that was in his fleſh. O - 
: ched man that I am, who ſhall deliver me from the body of this 
Pro#.1. 14. drach. Bur the wicked ſiune with delight and joy, as Solo- 
& 416. mou ſaith, They recoice in domny cui. Vay they ca not be mer- 
ry, they cannot flceps quoetly in their bedt except they haus done 
en. Laſt ot all, the godly ſiune with reſiſtance. hey wra- 
file and ſtriue againſt their ſianes by praier, by faſting and

continually /xffeth and fighteth againſt be fleſh, And this the 
Re.

B. . ſorcements that may be: I hey turne to their ſinfull courſes, 
with as great violence as the horſe ruſbeth inte the battell.] hex 
Fpheſ.4. 19 works all uncleantmeſſeenen with greedineſſe : Neither did tlie 
-hangry fiſh more eagerly and greed:ly toliow after the baito, 
then they doe purſue and hunt after che occaſions of ſinne. 
Vea, they ſtriue cuery one to excel] other. Their feete runug 
I ge. y. Wwenill, and they make haſt to ford nuecent blood, And they 
1. Pet. 4 4 ente al exceſe of riot. 
_ Thirdly there is difference in their continuance in ſinne. 
Prom: 4,46 The godly, though They fall feaner times aday, 23 Solomon 
ſaith : yet they riſe againe, they renew their acqu i tance, as 
oft as they renue theii ſinnes. That which the Apeſtie ipeake 


eth 
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eth of anger in particular, that a godly man will not ſuffer 
the ſunne 10 goe dawne vpon hu wrath, that they practiſe iti all 
fingcs. Ti.cy will not ſleepe in any finnez but continually 
breaks of their ſinnes by righteanſueſſe, as Daniel exhorted thet 
proud King of Tay lon. But the wicked dwell and continue in Dan, 4 14 
their fines : they lie along, yta they allow, and tumble and 
welter themſelues in them, as the low doth in the mite, with - 
out any thought of riſing againe. 7 hey ſit demm is the ſeate of 2 
the ſcernful. I hey haue brought ſuch an hardnoſſe vpon their I ſal. 1. 1. 
hearts, by the cutiome and continuall vſe ot ſinning, as that £9” 2.5. 
they cannot repent, They are ſo farre from breaking of the Jja.5.18 
courle of their ſinacs, as they draw iniquity with cordes of was C3. 7. 
nit ie and ſinne, as it were, with cartrepes Lea they tay or heape 
. pare wpon ſinne, as the Prophet ſaith, adding dr ankenneſſe to Deut. 29.13 
thin. And being by the iuſt iudgement of God giuen ouer 
and left to themielues, th fall from one mia dueſſ to an» Pſal. 69. 27 
other. 
Laſt of all, they differ in the vſe they make of their ſinnes. 
The godly are made more wary and more heedfull for the 
time to come, and more carctull to aunid all occaſions of 
finne. And this che Apoſtle afftirmeth, when fpeaking of the 
ſruites of true repentance and godly ſorrew, he faith, that 
it wrought in them great care, great indignation great fears, 
reat deſire, te, We lay in our common prouei be,The burnt . <> 
chile areadeth the fire. So a man that hath beene burnt in * 
the hand by his finne, that bach felt the diſpleaſure of God, 
and the horrour ef conſcience by reaſon thereof, will take 
heede how he falleth any more into fiane while he liueth. But 
the wicked, the more they ſinne, the more bold and audaci. 
ous they are to ſinne gene. They haue gotten an whores Jer. 3.3. 
forehrad, they cannot bluſh. Were they aſbamed when bey had Ier. . 13. 
committed ſub abhomindrions; faith the Prophet Jeremiah, 
nay, they were net bad. neither could * — any ſhame,

they were patt ſhame. The riall of their comntenance db 
teftifie agarnſt them, yea they declare their ſinners 45 Sodom, Lſa. 3.94 
they bige tho wet, They care not who ſeeth them. To this 
F F 4 purpoſe 
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purpoſe Bernard hach a very excellent ſaying. There is this 
difference, ſaith he, betweent the ſals of the godly and the 
wicked ; that arighteous man is ypholden by the Lord,and 
therefoxe, he riſcth againe ſtronger then euer he was 2 but 
when an varightcous man fallech, he neuer riſeth againe, 
Nayhe is ſo farre from riſing, that either hee falleth nto 
hurttull ſhame, or elſe inte flat impudency For either he ex- 
cuſeth that which he doth; and that is a ame that maketh 
a man ſinne more; or elſe he hath an wheres forehead, fo 
as he neither feareth God, nor cateth for man. A righteous 


man hee falleth v pon Gods hand, and after a marucilous 
manner, euen his ſinne is turned to his good; —_— to 
that lay ing ol the Apeſile, All things works together tothe 


ff, 
to thoſe that lows God, And ſaith he, doth not that fall make 
for our good, whereby we become both more humblc and 

more wary ? e 
This then doth ſerue to confute the fond opinion and cone 
ceit of them, that thinke it is not la full, either for the 
Miniſter, or for any other Chriſtian, to ludge any man. As 
our Sauiour Chriſt ſaith. Iudge not, candenmne not. It is true, 
a men muſt not iudge raſhly and vnaduiſedly without good 
ground and ſufficient reaſon, Neither mult any man iudge 
ſina l/ of another mans eſtate. For that belongerh ſolely and 
onely to God. But as a man may iudge of tae goodneſſe or 
ba lueſſe of the tree by the ſruite that it beareth: ſo by the 
conuerfation of men we may iudge of theirpreſenteſtate, If 
any man ſhall preſume of another mans ſina leſlate, wherher 
he ſhall be ſaued or damned, be goeth further then he hath 
warrant for, andtaketh Gods office cut of his hand. Ajury, 
by the euidence that is produced. and hy due examination of 
the canſe, may ſinde a man guilry : but neither they nor a- 
ny man els, can ſay he ſhall be hanged, beeauſe it is in the 
power of the king to pardon him. In like manner, when we 
ſee the wicked life and leaude conuetſation of a man, wee 
may conclude, that for the preſent he is in a damnable caſe: 
hut no mat may take vpon him to affirme, that hee * = 
| y 
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finally damned, bectuſe the Lord may haue mer him, 
and pardon his ſinne And therefore, to conclude this point, 
ſs many as would not he acrounted wicked men, let them 
be admoniſhed to take heede, that they be not v sof in- 
iq tie. If thou wilt make a trade of ſwearing, drinking whos 
ring. prop ha ing the Sabbaoth, c. iris no breach of chaxi- 
ie at all. to ſay that toni art a wicked man.
